Theſe things confidered, we could not but in obedience to God, loveto 
the truth, and eaſe of our own Conſcience , diſcharge our dutie bereinto 
reminde you of the Proteſtation,Covenant,Declaration*,-+c.defiring to be 
eafed of theſe burthens of popiſh Tythes, &s. Thar ſo the Land mourn 
not becauſe of Oaths, and no longer to inforce the ſame for Miniſters 
maintenance, they therein denying Chriſt to be come in thefleſh : As 
#lfo wherein the civil Magiſtrate gives his power unto the Beaſt, in up- 
"holding thar popith praQtice and innovation by their Clergy, &c. Andler 
the Miniſters or Servants of the Goſpe),live upon the Goſpel, even upon 
their own hand-1abor, or tae free and voſuntaryg ift of the people, which 
the Goſpel allows them , wherewith they will and ought to be content, 
being berter to be without a livelthoed , then rob and ſteal, and fin againſt 
God, in getting it by unlawful wayes and mezns. But IT doubt not but 
aff crue Miniſters will be content with their true wages alotted for them 
by Chriſts appointment, which we are confident will ſufficiently fatisfie all 
ſuch godly ones as deſire and ſeek not the fleece , but the flock ; and with 
Paul ſeek them, not theirs; ſuch as take the word of God for their Guide 
and Rule, they having a word for their warratit, not traditions of trien of 
corrupt minds, and deſtitute of the truth , ſuppoſing gain is godlineſs, or 
their own covetous hearts, and mens precepts: it being a meanes to hinder 
the free progreſs, and imbracing of the Goſpel- Adminiſtrations : ſo 
ſhall we the Freemen of England be free from that burtken that doth ſo 
much inflave us,making our very lives uncomfortable ro us, they eating up 
Caterpiller-like, the belt fruits of the Land, and a great part of the Peoples 
Labours, 

But if theſe Scriptures and Reaſons cannot take place, and mherd 
pirits - 
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fayings; to wit, his Ordinances inthis adulterons and finfull generation of 
Tyth-raking Prielts, of him alſo ſhallche Son of man be aſhamed when he 
cometh i Glory. of his Facher with his holy Angels, ro execute Judg- 
ment withour reſpe& of perſons; ard whether theſe Tyth-cakers be nor 
astrulyby the Goſpel Thieves, as fuck as Rob by the High-way fide, or 
break Houles , and the upholders by pay or otherwiſe guilty of as great 
evils as they that uphold or countenznce the other; I leave to every inlight- 
ned man to Judge; and although it benet ſo well known, by reaſon they 
have deluded and bewitched the Nations, yer now God having inlightned 
the Earth; he requires an anſwerable obedience thereunto:for where much 
ivgiven, much willbe rcquired.
